A car came speeding east on Olive street, 
Between Sixth street and Broadway, and 
when the motorman tried to check its ad- 
vance the wheels slid along the slippery 
tracks and the brake was powerless to 
mtop it. It rushed on toward the working- 
men’s vehicle. 

Litchey and another man were on top the 
Mgh platform, the foreman tinkering at the 
wires with his bare hands, when he glanced 
Gown and saw his danger. He had no time 
to stoop and secure a firm hold on the raill- 
ing of the platform, for the car crashed 
Into the rear of the wagon. 

He threw up his bare hands, and grasp- 
ing the wire clung to it as the wagon was 
pushed from beneath his feet, and there he 
bung. Hundreds of persons had stopped to 
watch the operations of the men, and when

How it Was Administered Is 
a Mystery. 


CASE LOOKS LIKE MURDER 


MOORE’S BROTHER DISCOVERS HE 
HAD BEEN ROBBED. 


Death Occurred in East St. Louis Mon- 
day, but Physician Thinks That 
Moore Was Drugged and 
Robbed in St. Louis 
Sunday. 


Samuel F. Moore, a bookkeeper, died 
from morphine poisoning last night at the 
boarding house of Mrs. J. M. Mulberry, 
9099 North Eighth street, East St. Louis. 
Nothing was found to indicate that the 
poison had been taken in the room, and 
Moore’s gold watch and chain and money 
were missing. 

Dr. R. F. Stanton of North Ninth street 


and Baugh avenue, who attended the poi- 
soned man, says that he believes Moore 
was drugged and robbed during a visit to 
St. Louis Sunday night, and recovered suf- 
ficiently to return to his boarding place 
Monday, but afterward succumbed to the 
effects of the morphine. 

Moore's wife and daughter live in Piains, 
S.C. He had frequentiy spoken of his in- 
tention to bring them to East St. Louis, 
He had lived in East St. Louis one month. 

Sunday afternoon Moore went to 8t. 
Louis and did not return until 6 o'clock 
Monday morning. He then complained of 
feeling me and went to his room, where 
he remained, his. condition growing worse 
during the day. At 6 o'clock last evening 
Dr. Stanton was calle. After diagnosing 
the case he called Dr. A. C. Housh, and 
both labored over the unconscious man, but 
were unable to save his life. 

Moore’s brother, L. W. Moore, a book- 
keepet at the National Stockyards, dis- 
covered that the watch, chain and money 
were missing.

“Some of my relatives seem to think that 
Peter Recker had a sister, but I never heard 
my father speak of an aunt, and even if 
he had an aunt, she would have been close 
to the age of my grandfather, Peter Becker, 
and so it would still be about 14 years 
since a girl was born in the family. 
“Rut, if my impression that my grand- 
father had no sister is correct, there's no 
telling how far back the lack of girls in 


the family extends.” 


Will Look Up 
the Buropean Record. 

“It might go to two centuries and maybe 
more. When I go to Europe next spring, I 
am going to have the family birth records 
copied, or a family tree made—a ‘stamm- 
baum" we call it in’ German. 

“My father, grandfather and their an- 
cestors all lived in the town of Gross Grau 
in the grand duchy of Hesse Darmstadt. 
It is near the city of Darmstadt. We can 
get the records for 400 years from the 
church there. I spoke to the church auth- 
orities when I was there several years ago, 
and they said the records for the last 400 
years were preserved, 

“T remember in my youth that my father 
told me of the pecullar scarcity of girls 
in our family. Since then the fact has 
been impressed upon me. In fact, we had 
almost come to think that no more girls 
would be born in our family. Two of my 
sons married and their children were boys. 
We discussed the names of the boys, and 
never gave a thought to girls. The arrival 
of the young lady last week was a very 
delightful surprise.” 

Mr. Becker says she is a big, fine baby, 
and from his manner it is evident that she 
has already won a large place in his affec- 
tions. Mr. Becker is a wealthy retired pbus!- 
ness man. He was formerly at the head

NOTED JESUIT NEAR DEATH 


Father Villiger, Ordained in St. Louis, 
Has Been in the Society Sixty- 
Three Years.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—The Rev. Bur- 
chard Villiger, the oldest and one of the 
most prominent Jesuits in this country, is 
seriously ill nere. His physicians ve 
given up all hope for his recover 

Father Villiger was born in Switzerland 
in 1819, and, when a young man, entered the 
Society of Jesus. During the Swiss revolu- 
tion he was expelled, and he came to this 
country. 

He was ordained in St. Louis and later 
came east to become vice-president of St. 
gue, pol college, then connected with old 

oseph’s church. 

After serving here for several years, 
was appointed superior of the missions 
the Pacific coast, but returned again 
the East, where he was given charge 
St. Joseph's college. He became its first 
president. He also acted as Provincial of 
the eastern province of his order. 

In 1893, Father Villiger was called to 
Rome to attend the general council of re 
resentatives of the flety of Jesuits. n 
his return to this country he was given 
charge of the second novitiate of the young 
priests at Frederick, Md., and was later 
appointed rector of Woodstock College, 
which position he held until his return to 
this city, a little more than a year ago 

Father V illiger has been a member of the 
Society of Jesuits for sixty-three years.

Another Trolley Accident on 
Kansas City Grade. 


CURRENT POLE LOST WIRE 


BRAKE CHAINS BROKE, LEAVING 
CAR UNCONTROLLED. 


Motorman, Who Stood at His Posi 
During Mad Dash Down Hill, 
Probably Will Die From 
His Injuries.

KANSAS CITY, Ma, Mev. 4.—An electric 
car, traveling down gra@e on Broadway this 
morning, lost the trolley wire . 

The motorman applied the brakes, but 
the chain broke and the car dashed down- 
ward at terrific speed. 

At the corner of Sixth street and Broad- 
way, where the track turns to the east, the 
car ran into a wagon, killing the negro 
driver and his two horses, and smashing 
the wagon to splinters. 

The car then crashed into a saloon, kill- 
ing a woman on the sidewalk and injuring 
a number of persons.

According to the stories of eye witnesses 
and passengers, the car lost its trolley be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth streets, where the 
hill begm, and gained speed rapidly on the 
wet track down the rather steep grade to 
sharp curve at Fifth street. 

Charlies Johfitsen, a negro, was driving 
east.on Fifth street, seated on a wagon be- 
longing tc the Kansas City Transfer Co. 
It was loaded with barrels of vinegar. The 
runaway car leaped the track. It struck 
he wagon squarely in the center, crush-

The car was forced into the saloon di- 
rectly at the corner for about 15 feet or 
half its length, and the motorman was s0 
firmly imbedded there that it was neces- 
sary to use axes to cut away the broken 
timbers of the car vestibule before the 
motorman, McMillan, could be released.

McMillan, the motorman, was un- 
able to say much, but before he was taken 
in hand by surgeons, declared th the rallis 
this morning were as smooth a. 
The ordinary brake was set as tightly 
he could screw it up, but the wheels sennent 
to revolve long before the crash came. 
Frank Gibson, the conductor, refused to 
say anything. He was able to move around 
and help clear away the debris, although 
he received numerous cuts and bruises on 
his face and hands.

Roosevelt cast his vote a few minutes be- 
fore 11 o'clock. As he turned from the 
booth the President said: 

“I have done all I can do now. I have 
nerformed my duty and exercised my privi- 
lege as an American citizen and I shall 
now await the full returns.” 

He then started on a long drive with 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 

It was 10:48 o’clock when the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt drove up to the voting 
place In a trap drawn by a pair of bays. 
A big crowd had been awaiting his arrival 
for an hour. He was joined by Assistant 
Secretary Loeb and James K. Gracie, an 
uncle of the President. Mr. Roosevelt cor-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Today elections 
are being held in 42 states, the other three 
—Maine, Vermont and Oregon—having al- 
ready selected state officials and their rep- 
resentatives in the Fifty-elghth Congress. 

In 22 of the 42 states a governor and oth- 
er state officers and congressmen are to be 
chosen; in 11 minor state officers or judges 
of the Supreme Court and congressmen are 


to be voted for, while in nine congressmen 
only are to be elected. 

Congressmen only are to be selected in 
Arkansas, Georgia, Mississippi, Louisiana, 

Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky and New Jersey, and delegates in 
Arizona, Hawalil, New Mexico, Oxlahoma 
and Porto Rico. 

The terms of 30 United States senators 
expire next March. Among these is Sena- 
tor Vest of Missouri. Five have already 
been filled by the election of James B. Mc- 
Creary (Dem.), Kentucky; Joseph B. Fora- 
ker (Rep.), Ohio; Arthur P. Gorman (Dem.), 
Maryland; W. P. Dillingham (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, and Samuel B. McEnery (Dem.), 
Mississippi. 

In the following states legislatures which 
Select a senator are to be chosen: Missou- 
ri, New Hampshire, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Georgia, India- 
na, lilinois, North Dakota, South Dakofa, 
Wisconsin, Kansas, Idaho, Utah, Coloracd, 
Nevada, Washington -and California. The 
legislatures of Oregon, Arkansas and Geor- 
gia, which also elect a senator, have al- 
ready been chosen. 

There are two vacancies in the Hist of 
hold ever senators, due to the failure of 
the legislature of Delaware for the last 
four years to elect a senator. If a leg'sla- 
ture should be elected there which would 
choose two Republican senators, it would 
increase the number of Republicans to 
eighteen, which, added to the thirty-seven 
Republican hold over senators. would give 
the Republicans fifty-five out Of a total 
membership of ninety, or a majority of 
twenty. If Delaware should send two 
Democrats it would reduce the Republican 
membership to fifty-three, and increase the 
Democratic membership to thirty-seven, 
thus reducing the Republican majority to 
sixteen. 

There is much more uncertainty as to 
the House of Represeatatives. Out of the 
total of 388 Congress districts there are 345 
which can be counted upon with reasonable 
certainty. Of these 201 are put down in 
conservative estimates as certainly Repub- 
lican and 144 as certainly Democratic. his 
leaves forty-one districts in doubt. If all 
the doubtful! districts should go Demo- 
cratic, the Republicans would atill hold 201 
districts to the Democrats’ 185, thus leaving 
the Republican majority sixteen. 

Aside from the two principal political 
parties, a dozen others have tickets in the 


field. 
The Soclialistic Labor needed is represent- 
ed in Missouri, Ohio, Wisconsin, Washing- 
ton, Indiana, Pennsylvania, Colorado, Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut, and the Social 
Democratic in Wigconsin d Minnesota. 

The other parties have tickets as follows: 
Peoples—Illinols, Texas, Idaho, Colorado. 
Allied Populistse—Texas, Kansag. Populist 
—Montana, Indiana, Minnesota. Labor— 
Montana. Public Ownership—Missouri. Lib- 
eral Democrat—New York. Unton Repub- 
lican—Delaware. 

Never in recent years has there been 

so much complaint of apathy among the 
voters. Both rties will suffer from it 
It will affect the Republicans most seri- 
ously in the East and the Democrats in 
the Test. 
Probably the most interesting battle is 
in Pennsylvania. where a division in the 
Republican ranks has given the Demo- 
crats hope of victory. The Democrats 
claim Pattison for governor will beat Pen- 
nypacker, but Quay claims the Republic- 
ans will sweep the state. 

New York Democrats are clafming that 
Coler will defeat Odell for governor. sing 
their claims on the expectation of Demo- 
cratic ing in the city of New York. The 
Republicans are confident of victory by 
a reduced majority. 

The figures of the Roosevelt-Van Wyck

Tacoma have exchanged positions in the 
wheat export trade since last year, says 
the Evening News. During the first nine 
months of the present year the exports of 
wheat from Puget und are about equiv- 
alent in volume to the exports of that 
staple from Portland. during the corre- 
sponding months of last year and vice 
versa. The total exports of wheat from 
the United States during nine months. end- 
ed with September, 1 show a heavy 
falling off as compared to the figures of 
1901, and it is a noticeable fact that only 
three customs districts in the United States 
fail to show the effect of the slump in 
wheat exports in their export trade figures. 
The total expofts of wheat in nine months 
declined from 138,960,287 bushels in 1901° to 
96,223,194 bushels in 1902. While there has 
been a net loss of 43,737,093 bushels in wheat 
exports, this year’s exports of wheat from 
Puget Sound show an increase of 1,652,227 
bushcls; from San Francisco of 1,540,230 
bushels, and from Newport News of 991,- 
784 bushels. All the other principal cus- 
toms districts in the United States show a 
Se oe in wheat exports, our nearest 
neighbor, Portland, losing 1,726.916 bushels, 
or about as much as Puget Sound, which 
in this matter is Tacoma, gains. 

The figures showing the development of 
the wheat export trade from Tacoma and 
the Puget Sound collection district and 
from Portland during the nine months end- 
ed with September in each of the last 
three years are particularly significant of 
the gravitation of the trade to this port. 
They are as fojlows, the figures. represent- 
ing the number of bushels exported:

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—Senor Leopoldo 
Batres, the eminent Mexican archeologist, 
passed through Chicago on his way to the 
City of Mexico from the congress of Ameri- 
canists recently held in New York. Senor 
Batres has long been an authority on the 
archeology of his country, and for many 
years hag been in the service of the gov- 
ernment with the title of ‘‘inspector general 
y conservador de monumentos en la Re- 


ublica Mexicana.’’ His published works 
ve made his name familiar to sclentists 
all over the world, and his discovery six 
months ago of the buried city of Monte 
Alban, four miles from the City of Oaxaca, 
in the southern part of Mexico, not very 
far from the ruins of Mitla, is the most im- 
portant of its kind ever made in America. 
Senor Batres and Senor Berriozabal, the 
Mexican consul in Chicago, were guests of 
“Ei Circulo Espanol,”’ and by special re- 
quest of the members, the former gave an 
account of his explorations in Monte Alban. 
Senora Sorella-Phipps acted as interpre- 
ter, and with the ease and fluency of 
h which characterize his race, Senor 
tres told in charming conversational 
style of the great city covering millions 
of cubic meters, with its spacious palaces, 
pyramids and tombs, built of stone and 
mortar on the top of a high ridge of moun- 
tains wo steep and rough as to be almost 
naccessibic. 
In the absence of any Indication of there 
havi been water there, the supposition 
must that not only were all the building 
materials brought from a great distance 
below, but also the water for mixing the 
mortar. It was a mighty enterprise. The 
t er calculated that it would take 10,- 
oe a hundred years to construct such 
@ city in that place. The walls are still 
in an excellent state of preservation, and 
have upon them carvings which throw 
gome light on the Beliefs and customs of 
the inhabitants, who, according to Senor 


my es’ calculations, must have lived over 


years ago. 
He traced several points of resemblance 
between these rulns and those of Egypt, 
the most striking being the obelisks, which, 
as in that country, stand facing the tombs 
of the monarc who apparently erected 
their own tombs before their death. On the 
four sides of the obelisks are carved stat- 
ues 7 feet in height in a sittin vosture, 
with the head bent forward and the eyes 
closed. The inscriptions on the sides are 
in picture language and commemorate pre- 
gumably the achievements of the rulers.

Secretary of War Root has done the public another great 
service. 
_ While walking the railroad track near Manassa, Va., with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt he said to his chief: “I have often thought that 
there was no active exercise so restful to the wearied mind as 
‘ramping of railroad ties.’’ 
Those who have practised this mode of motion know that the 
Secretary is divinely right. 
Such exercise is most healthful. The legs absorb the motion 
and give the head a chance to rest. It is much better than walk- 
ing on the country road because the eye must be fastened upon 
the ties and not go wandering among the beauties of nature and 
bring objccts to the mind for its approval or.condemnation. The 
mind has nothing whatever to do but rest, or let thought travel 
lazily through it in the way of reflection or reverie. The mind is 
at peace. 
But the physical exercise is beneficial to the muscles, all of 
which have something to do, especially the legs. A good three 
miles an hour can be made in this fashion.

“DEAD BOOKS.” 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

A college president recently suggested 
that public libraries ought to burn their 
dead books. By ‘dead books’’ he means 
those that Rave not been asked for once in 
five years. Thereupon a librarian writes 
to the Philadelphia Record that among 


other books on his shelves which have not 
been asked for once in five years are ‘‘Tom 
Jones,” “Tristram Shandy,” “Plato,”’ “The 
lliad,”” ““Dante,’’ ““‘The Aeneid,"’ Marlowe's 
“Jew of Malta,”’ Spenser's **Faerie 
Queene,’’ Pope’s poema, the plays of Beau- 
mont and Fietcher, and “Vathek.” There 
are several more books on his shelves, he 
says, which, under the oollege president's 
definition, would be “dead books,’ but, he 
says, ‘if we should burn them the loss to 
the library would be, I fancy, rather per- 
ceptible.’’ 

It is likely that the college president had 
in mind when he made his sweeping sug- 
gestion the uncalled-for fiction of the 
cheaper sort which lumbers up the shelves 
of every library. It might be an excellent 
thing to get rid of most of this, but it 
would be more profitable to dispose of it 
to the second-hand dealers than to burn 
it. But, on the other hand, the late Dr. 
Poole, who had had large experience wit? 
books, used to say ‘never destroy any book. 
Some time—it may be a year hence or 50 
years hence—some person will wish that 
book.’’ It does not follow a book is value- 
less because not called for. It may be 
doubted, indeed, whether any book ever 
dies. Books may be unused for years, then 
unexpectedly come into demand. They may 
have long periods of resting and come to 
be almost forgotten; then public interest 
revives in them and they are as great fa- 
vorites as ever. Witness the new edition 
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EXTRA LIGHT.

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BOSTON, Nov. 4.—Allan G. Mason, a 
prominent clubman of this city, a Harvard 
graduate and a member of the piano estab- 
lishment of the Mason & Hamlin company, 
was arrested here today on suspicion of 
being connected with the murder of Miss 


oe ay A. Morton, in Waverly, last Saturday 
night. 

It is also suspected by the police that 
Mason was responsible for various murders 
and murderous assaults committed during 
the last few weeks in Cambridge and its 
vicinify. 

Mason is 39 years of age. His arrest was 
made at his home, 39 Newbury street, this 
city, by state officers. 

Mason is a millionaire and a member of 
Boston's most exclusive society. 

The long list of crimes of which he is 


acy only to those of ‘‘Jack the Ripper.” 

Miss Morton was attacked in the grounds 
of the Maclean Hospital, Waverly, Satur- 
day night and died a few hours later from 
the injuries received. 

In his luxurious home, surrounded by 
every comfort money can purchase, with 
a good social position and every apparent 
incentive to an upright life, the prominent 
Bostonian sat for 4 hours face’ to face 
with the knowledge that the pdlice were 
preparing to arrest him. 


SEEN BY FIVE PERSONS. 
The police declare they are able to proye 
that he was recognized by five persons in 
and about the MacLean grounds Saturday 


night. 

urthermore, he was seen near where 
the murdered girl's chatelaine bag was 
found. 

It is also declared that he has been iden- 
tified as a man seen in Somerville the 
night Miss McPhee was attacked.and that 
he has been seen in other places, where 
similar crimes were committed. 

After the autopsy on the body of Miss 
Morton, Medical Examiner Harris stated 
that the murderer was left-handed. 

Mason is left-handed. 

This city and its suburbs have been 
aroused by the outrages of the past few 
weeks, and the local and suburban police 
have been working to discover the« perpe- 
trator of these crimes. The suspicions of 
the police have centered upon Mason. 

Of late years Mason has shown mental 
pecullarities tending to melancholia, and at 

eriods he has been an inmate of the Macs 
ean Hospital, where Miss Morton was at- 
tacked, and similar institutions. He has 
been regarded as harmless. 

About a year ago he was released from 
thee Waverly institution. No hint of his 
malady taking a form dangerous to others 
had been gathered until the affair of Sat- 
urday night. 

When the circumstances of that tragedy 
were reviewed and compared the descrip- 
tion of a man seen Saturday afternoon in 
Waverly and the nog ot tee of a man 
running under the arc light at the hospital 
pare just after the assault were found to 
e remarkably similar. On several recent 
occasions Mason imd been seen in the vi- 
cinity of the haspital. 


SUSPECT DENIES GUILT. 
For some months these murderous at- 
tacks upon unprotected young women had 
been frequent in the~suburbs of Boston, 


and the death of M'‘ss Morton, following 
so closely on the fatal attack on Agnes 
McPhee, who was assaulted on Cheater 
street, Somerville, Oct. 3, created a verit. 
able reign of terror. 

Women have remained at home after 
dark and special officers have patrolled the 
streets in vain waiting for the  perpe- 
trator of these deeds of violence. 

The details of the cases were similar. 

Young women were the victims, and the 
slayer stole upon them and struck them 
down with some heavy weapon. Robbery 
evidently was not the object, for once the 
victims lay apparently dead the murderer 
fled into the darkness. 

Mason said today: 

“It is about time the community stopped 
meddling with my affairs. It is true I have 
been out in Waverly. I know friends out 
there and I go to see them, but I have not 
been there for a week. 

“I ride a bicycle and take frequent trips 
through Somerville. There is no man more 
interested in this series of assaults than |. 
and I have thought often that the police 
ought to use their brains, if they have 
any, in finding the culprit. 

“T can account for my movements every 
hour and every day for the past few weeks. 
I know I have been sent away, but it was 
simply for melancholia.”
